AMONG TH E 
MARRIED. 


A n Twenty Men to One W o ma n 
w ith Po llrf« * o n Their Ltv « « . 
Although much has b een written to 
Shb w that married people are healthier 
tha n single people, it Is b y nO means 
demo hstra ted that they are healthier 
beca use they are married. 
Statistical 
tab le© quoted to show that married 
people live Unger than « ingle people 
do not prove that the long life is con­ 
sequent upon marriage. 
Such figure« 
may as well b e taken to show that 
people get married b ecause they are 
healthy 
rather than that they are 
healthy and long lived as the result of 
marriage. 
Ihrob ub ly ;lh fair a test as 
a ny Is the attitude of the life insurance 
companies on the sub ject. 
It is not true that the life insurance 
Companies charge any less for married 
people than for single people. 
Neither 
is it true iliat life Insurance companies 
are more ready to Insure married peo­ 
ple than single people. 
The universal 
rule Is to consider mainly the physical 
condition and ago of the person to b e 
Insured, and the prob ab ility of inherit­ 
ed disease or shorter life. 
All the*© 
matters a re quite indop'mdent of matri­ 
mony, and it often happens that a mar- 
ried man is rejected while a single Mian 
of the some ago Is accepted. 
As a matter of fdet there are ab out 
twenty men insured to one woman. 
Sotne cb mptinib fl wHl not insure women 
at all. 
The Equitab le charges women 
on a thousand more than men of the 
same age. 
It appears that the attempt 
to Insure n woman’s lifo is regarded 
with suspicion. 
It Is said b y ex perts 
that women are more secretive as to 
their physical ailments. 
They do riot 
like to ex pub o ioelr own weaknesses or 
their family history. 
Th© result Is that the companies can­ 
not get as full statements of facts from 
women as from men. 
Some time ago 
a woman was insured b y one of the 
large companies and « ho died within a 
few months of caries *r. If a man wants 
to Insure his wife’« life it 1« looked 
upon as at least requiring investiga­ 
tion. 
One reason why women’s lives 
are not often insured is prolmb ly that 
there are some peril« hi maternity. 
Tho rule generally is that any person 
can insure the life of another upon 
whom ho or she is dependent for 
hui>- 
port, or In tlto continuance of who« o 
life he has an adequate pecuniary in­ 
terest, and a wife i« always held to 
have an insurab le inten*st In tl^ life of 
her husb and. 
But it seldom happens 
that the husb and ha« an insurab le in­ 
terest In the life of tho wife. 
For a husb and, under other circum­ 
stances, to insure the life of ills wife 
might lead to the supp *sitfo:i that he 
ex pected to profit b y her death. 
Yet a 
widow might with propriety insure tier 
own lifo for the Israeli! of her children. 
That there ore twenty men who insure 
their lives to one woman is a fact that 
may well b e considered b y son» © of the 
woman’s rights reformers 
who » uy 
such hard things of the sterner sex .— 
New York Sun.

17.-T here were 
qo startling developments of the political 
political situation yesterday.

ate a bill was introduced to pay a bounty 
of 3 cents for each corpse of an English 
« parrow. The governor sent in a list of fifty- 
nine appointments which he wants con­ 
firmed. 
The senate adjourned to Monday 
st 5 p. m.

The most important were the 
following: Authorizing annual examina­ 
tions of private banks, and requiring of 
them semi-annual reports to the state 
auditor, with heavy penalties for disre­ 
gard of the law; prescribing the charges 
for berths in sleeping cars—$ 1 for a single 
berth, 82 for a section, and $ 3 for a state- 
raom; making the maximum rate of inter­ 
est 6 per cent.; providing for the election of 
railway commissioners; providing for ex­ 
amination of mine 
managers and 
pit 
bosses; a bill to give women the right to 
vote and hold office in cities, towns, and 
villages.

There was one interesting feature of the 
session. 
Wilke offered a resolut ion thank­ 
ing President Harrison for the prompt aud 
efficient manner in which he has carried 
out the legislation of congress in Isdialf of

At the time of his coming west, Illinois 
had a total population of less than three- 
hundred thousand. 
It now boasts of its 
millions, and third place in rank among 
the states of the union, with its second 
largest city within its borders. 
At the time of his birth only one state 
had been added to the original thirteen 
states, with a total population of less than 
four millions. 
Now forty-eight stars 
adorn the field of our national colors, and 
nearly sixty-five millions are p roud to be 
called Americans. 
It is during his life­ 
time that the first steam locomotive was 
used, and he has seen the building up of 
the great railway systems of the world; its 
nations bound together with bands of 
steel and covering this country lik e a 
sp ider's web. 
It was the very year he 
came to Illinois that Prof. Morse made 
the first practical application of 
the 
electric telegrap h and now the interesting 
events of each day throughout a!l the 
w orld are gathered together and sp read 
broadcast through the daily press 
Time 
will not p ermit me tojmore than allude to 
t be "great progress made in all the active 
dep artments of life during this period. 
The material develop ment however in our 
country during his lifetime is the marvel 
and admiration of the world. 
More than 
this, the century has brought a higher 
mental and moral developement, that ot a 
universal public school system; the in 
crease of colleges and schools in every de­ 
p artment of k nowledge; the multip lica­ 
tion of public libraries; the establishment 
of hosp itals,acharitable and hum ane in­ 
stitutions for the care and relief of the 
poor and afflicted, and the general spread 
of intelligence and charitable and Chris­ 
tian influences. 
Has this not been a golden century? 
And should we not only 
congratulate 
Father W hitney on his full live score 
years of well spent life, but also that he 
lias lived at such an age of the world? 
T he hour-glass has nearly run. 
All the 
designs on the Masonic trestle board have 
been w rought out. 
The sheaf has rip en­ 
ed for the harvest. 
Time stands near 
with scythe in hand. 
His form is bent 
and bis eyes grown dim, but w ith p a­

graves cannot fail soon to be w anted lor 
the drunk en man himself, or some d runk ­ 
en companion. 
This order is given as 
well to serve for the p unishment of drunk ­ 
enness as to spare good and temp erate 
men the labor of digging graves for their 
worthless companions. 
The reflection induced by the digging 
of his own grave would be ap t to p ost­ 
pone the next spree of the most dissolute 
soldier who might escape the cholera.
